if ho wants to, ias there is seldom any 
snow. Tho letter is dated tho 30th of 
July, and tho envelope bears Victoria, 
E. C, postmark of tho Blst; it was twelve 
days on tho way, as tho Ottawa postmark 
is Aug. 12. '7G, which is quick transit to 
the six and eight weeks of a few years 
ago. 

THE CROPS 

aie reported aa lookiu,-? well. Wheat 
growB about five fett in hoifjat, and the 
average yield is 50 bashels to the aore. 
Barley and oats return CO bushels to tbe 
acre. Potatoes trrow larsre and yield 
heavily. Tbe foUowina^ wbloh ^relates 
his own experience; will be ionnd inter- 
esting to many of our readers. He eays: 
I took a farm from tho Hudson Bay Co. 
compoBod of 200 acres, for which I pay a 
rental of SlOO a year. I began to plow on 
the lat of May, aud have now 15 acres of 
oats, 8 acres of barley, 2 acres of potatoes 
and twoaor^s of ttUDjIpB; Was too. h^te to 
plant wheat this year. 

THEY ALL LOOK WELL. 

I hod a good crop of hay. My atook con- 
sists of 14 cows, 2 horses and 11 pigs. 
From the cows we make 40 pounds of 
batter a week, which we sell at fifty 
cent a pound, and when tho minors 
(.•omo down in the winter season, 
it sella for 00 cents a pound. Our 
wild bush is full of pigs; and there are 
also plenty of groase.and deer. Farms 
can be got on tbe j^lan^ of Vnncouver, 
where we are, si'81 an acre; b^tlat^or is 
high. Men get iSO a month and board, 
right aloug. Free grant land, IGO acres, 
can bo got on tho mainland for nothing. 

ANY MAN WHO 18 CONTENTED 

can do well o|at here. Many come one day 
and go away the next without giving the 
country a fair trial. In spcalting of the 
pro^^peots of the country, he saya that all 
tliat is wanted now is tho Canada Pacific 
Railway. It is a splomlid farming conn, 
try, while tbo mountaiUH are rich with 
minerals; the streams aro teeming with 
flnh.and the foroats uboundiog with game. 
With the railway it would open tho coun- 
tjy to settlement, and many who now find 
their way to the Western States would 
prefer to settle upon Canadian soil and 
live under tho British flag.

St. Htaointhe, Quebec, Sep.t. 3.— A 
!fire broke oiit here this afternoon in 
:the bakej^.ltept by MCPltgput, near 
'the postoffice. The flamies spread un- 
til they reached tho river near the 
Grand Trunk railroad bridge. In 
jabout two hours the entire businebs 
{portion of tbe town was in ruins. Six 
hundred houses were burned and not 
,100 loft standing. 

The tire commenced on the West end 
of the city at 1:30 p. m., and favored 
by a high wind soon totally swept the 
lower part of the city, taking iu its 
course tho St. Hyacinthe, Quebec and 
National Banks, postoffice, market and 
court houses. The fire all through 
tho afternoon had spread by means of 
burning cinders to three parallel 
streets and burned everything up. 
Tbe people had not time to save any- 
thing. At 7 p.m., 000 houses had 
been burned. A steam fire engine ar- 
rived from Montreal by special train 
at 5:30 p.m., too lato to be of much 
service, Hundreds of families aro 
hdm^lesb, with nothing to eat. Tho 
loss is estimated at ?2, 000, 000. The 
Royal; Stadacona, Quebec, Provincial 
and Royal Canadian Insurance com- 
panies aro heavily interested. 

Chicago, Sept. 3.— Tho "Tribune's" 
special says of the St. Hyacinthe fire 
that it destroyed the Quebec and Na- 
tional Banks, postoflSce, markets,court 
house, factories, aud over eighty 
wholesale and retail stoves, sweeping 
with lightning rapidity, and devour- 
ing everything before it, despite the 
frantic exertions of the firemen and 
citizens. Tho houses were mostly 
wood, and wero swept ofT like chaff, 
tho people not having time to save a 
stitcdi. Tlio Montreal lire brigade was 
Bummoncd at 2 o'clock, and respond- 
ed proinptlyV litit'Only reached there 
at 5:30,. top late to save much. Hun- 
dreds of lomilies are unhoused and 
out of employment. Food is urgently 
needed. The loss is roughly estimated 
at |!2,000,000. A dispatch to Montreal 
just received says there in not a mouth- 
ful of bread in the city. We are in a 
terrible condition.

XbiTOOif, Sept. 2.— Besides tho fail- 
urea in tho Cleveland iron trade, there 
bus been an unusual number of small- 
er iMtnkruptcies announced during the 
week in trade and manufactures, with 
liabilities from $25,000 to f40,060.
